Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1973. 

I  have  been  asked  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security 
to  present  an  abbreviated  report  for  1973  as  it  is  "a  valued  source  of 
detailed  information  about  public  health  matters,  the  progress 
achieved  and  problems  encountered  from  year  to  year  in  the  area." 

This  report  will  be  produced  in  advance  of  the  receipt  of  the  final 
figures  of  vital  statistics  for  the  district  which  are  not  available 
from  the  Office  of  Population  Censuses  and  Surveys  before  April  or  May. 
These  will  be  added  when  they  are  received. 

There  were  during  the  year  several  episodes  of  epidemic  vomiting 
in  the  schools.  This  is  probably  a  virus  infection  which  spreads  very 
rapidly  and  can  affect  a  large  number  of  pupils  in  a  school  within 
a  day  or  two.  The  symptoms  are  usually  abdonima.1  pain  and  vomiting 
and  last  about  24  hours.  The  infection  is  not  food  or  water- borne 
and  investigations  in  this  direction  are  negative.  Fortunately, 
the  victims  are  usually  fully  recovered  in  2-3  days  but  the 
suddenness  of  the  attack  causes  constema/tion  in  the  school  for  a 
while. 


In  August  an  outbreak  of  cholera  in  the  Maples  area  of  Italy 
was  reported  to  the  Ho rid  Health  Organisation.  All  travellers  to 
Southern  Italy  were  advised  to  have  cholera  vaccination  before 
departure  and  to  take  special  precautions  while  in  the  area-,  these 
included  avoidance  of  unboiled  tap  water  or  ice  and  uncooked  food, 
i.e.  salads  and  unpeeled  fruit.  Extra,  care  was  also  advised  with 
general  hygiene.  There  were  several  suspected  cases  in  this  country 
and  all  General  Practitioners  in  the  district  were  notified  of 
details  so  that  contacts  could  be  identified.  One  person  with 
suspected  cholera  lived  in  this  district.  He  was  placed  under 
surveillance  by  the  Public  Health  Department.  Tests  were  taken  and 
meanwhile  two  contacts  who  worked  in  food  premises  were  asked  to 
stay  away  from  work  until  clearance  was  given.  Fortunately,  the 
tests  proved  negative  for  cholera. 
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A  10  months  old  baby  was  notified  by  his  G.P.  as  suffering  Sroro 
Salmonella  typhimurium  food  poisoning.  His  parents,  brother  and 
sister  were  all  found  to  be  clear  of  infection. 

The  family  dog  was  subsequently  reported  as  having  Salmonella 
havana  and  also  Salmonella  anatum  in  stool  specimens.  A  second 
salmonella  was  also  isolated  from  the  baby  and  this  was  found  to  be 
Salmonella  anatum.  After  extended  treatment  both  the  dog  and  the 
baby  were  cleared  of  infection.  It  seems  likely  that  the  baby  caught 
the  infections  from  the  dog  in  this  instance.  This  case  shows  the 
importance  of  care  with  hygiene  when  animals,  or  birds  for  that  matter, 
are  kept  in  the  home  and  especially  if  they  show  any  signs  of  illness. 

There  were  2  other  cases  of  Salmonella  infection  during  the  year  - 
one  contracted  in  Nigeria  and  diagnosed  on  return  to  England,  and  the 
other  a  symptomless  carrier  found  in  the  course  of  an  investigation 
into  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  from  outside  the  district. 

Owing  to  the  long  hot  summer,  there  was  continuous  over-use  of  the 
young  children's  swimming  and  paddling  pools  in  Ashby  Recreation  Grounds. 
This  resulted  in  the  cleaning  and  chlorination  plant,  which  is  adequate 
under  normal  conditions,  being  unable  to  maintain  a  sufficiently  high 
standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  pools.  I  was,  therefore,  forced  on 
15th  August  1973  to  advise  the  Council  to  close  and  drain  the  pools  in 
order  to  safeguard  the  health  of  all  those  young  children  who  would 
otherwise  have  used  them.  This  I  was  very  sorry  to  do  as  I  knew  that 
it  would  cause  a  great  deal  of  disappointment  to  many  children  during 
their  summer  holidays  but  I  felt  that  their  health  was  of  prime  impor¬ 
tance.  I  understand  that  measures  are  in  hand  to  prevent  a  recurrence 
should  we  be  lucky  enough  to  have  another  fine  summer. 

I  should  like  to  thank  Mr.  G.S.  Adams,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
and  Miss  L.M.  Perryman,  Chief  Clerk,  and  all  the  staff  of  the  Department, 
for  all  the  help  and  encouragement  they  have  given  me,  especially  during 
the  period  leading  up  to  the  reorganisation  of  local  government.

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THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  COUNCIL 
ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  my  third  annual  report  to  the 
Council,  a  pleasure  tinged  with  some  regret  insofar  as  it  will  also 
be  my  last  report,  having  regard  to  local  government  reorganisation. 

I  have  again  been  fortunate  during  the  year  in  maintaining  a  full 
establishment  and  in  fact  with  only  one  change.  This  has  allowed  us 
to  maintain  our  services  to  the  community  and  in  certain  respects  to 
improve  them. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Education  programme  has  continued  and  the  person¬ 
nel  attending  rose  to  300.  This  programme  has  been  much  appreciated 
and  I  continue  to  receive  excellent  reports.  At  the  same  time  we  have 
again  increased  the  number  of  visits  to  food  premises  and  I  think  that 
we  have  at  last  obtained  the  optimum  number  in  each  category.  It  has 
been  necessary  to  take  several  prosecutions  but  generally  we  have  had 
co-operation.  The  approach  is  I  think  right,  education,  with  firm 
enforcement  when  this  fails. 

The  system  of  inspecting  food  imports  at  the  Cargo  Terminal, 
Heathrow,  continues  to  run  smoothly  and  there  was  a  further  increase 
in  the  quantity  of  food  imported  to  19,260  tonnes  -  details  are 
included  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963*  ^as  now  been 
in  force  for  ten  years  and  I  have  included  in  the  body  of  the  report 
a  review  of  its  operation  with  some  suggestions  as  to  possible 
improvements « 

Two  years  ago  I  referred  to  the  problem  of  the  houses  in  the  area 
which  lacked  basic  amenities  (l400)and  looked  forward  to  the 
elimination  of  this  problem  in  some  six  to  seven  years.  The  number 
of  applications  for  standard  grants  has  again  dropped  but  this  hs.s 
been  more  than  offset  by  an  increase  in  applications  for  discretionary 
grant.  Allowing  for  cases  where  the  standard  amenities  have  been 
supplied  without  grant,  including  qualification  certificates,  the 
total  number  of  properties  lacking  one  or  more  of  the  basic  amenities 
is  now  reduced  to  1,003,  so  we  are  well  on  target. 

Last  year  I  referred  to  the  proposal  under  consideration  for  a 
study  of  air  pollution  to  be  carried  out  by  Imperial  College  using 
advanced  methods  of  gas  chromatography  and  mass  spectrometry.  This 
study  is  directed  particularly  to  aircraft  but  a  great  deal  of 
information  is  being  obtained  on  industrial  and  traffic  pollution  as 
the  methods  used  allow  linkage  with  source.  It  is  anticipated  that 
this  x-rork  will  be  completed  by  July  1974  and  that  a  preliminary  report 
will  be  available  in  late  September  or  October. 
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The  problem  of  noise  from  aircraft  continues  to  receive  considerable 
attention  and  a  number  of  representations  have  been  made  both  directly 
and  indirectly  to  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Industry  and  the  British 
Airports  Authority.  The  new  Noise  Insulation  Scheme,  for  which  we  act 
as  agents  of  the  British  Airports  Authority,  has  been  well  received 
and  150  applications  were  dealt  with  in  the  inner  100$  area  and  138 
applications  in  the  outer  area.  There  were  also  two  cases  in  the 
outer  area  where  applicants  were  receiving  an  attendance  allowance  and 
a  higher  level  of  grant  was  approved. 

Incidentally ,  fees  are  paid  by  the  British  Airports  Authority  to 
the  Council  for  the  operation  of  this  agency  of  approved  cost  for 

the  outer  area  and  W^/o  for  the  inner  area)  plus  a  financing  fee  of 
1  of  the  local  authority  payments. 

By  the  time  this  report  is  read,  local  government  reorganisation 
will  have  taken  place  and  I  trust  the  new  district  of  Spelthorne  will 
be  as  effective  as  the  Urban  Districts  it  replaced  in  dealing  with  the 
environmental  health  problems  of  the  area.  I  have  no  doubt  that  this 
will  be  so. 

In  conclusion  I  would  again  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support,  the  Clerk  and  the  other 
Chief  Officers  for  their  help  and  my  staff  for  another  year  of  hard 
and  effective  work.

The  Council  has  provided  a  holiday  caravan  and  camping  site  at 
Laleham  on  the  banks  of  the  River  Thames.  This  site  is  open  from 
May  to  September  each  year  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Laleham 
Camping  Club. 

In  addition  there  are  four  sites  in  Ashford  which  come  under  the 
control  of  the  Showmen’s  Guild  and  which  are  therefore  exempted  from 
the  requirements  of  this  Act. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  several  caravans  illegally  sited  in 
the  area.  It  is,  however,  very  difficult  to  deal  with  illegal 
sitings  in  the  light  of  the  Caravan  Sites  Act  1968,  and  we  look 
forward  to  the  provision  of  an  official  site  by  the  Calmly -Council . 
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WATER 

Most  of  the  area  is  supplied  with  mains  water  by  the  South  West 
Suburban  Water  Company  and  a  number  of  dwellings  near  Chertsey  Bridge 
on  the  River  Thames  by  the  Woking  and  District  Water  Company.  On 
October  1st  1975  these  two  companies  amalgamated  to  form  the  North 
Surrey  Water  Company.  531  dwellings  in  the  Colnbrook  area  are 
supplied  by  the  Middle  Thames  Water  Board. 

All  the  dwellings  in  the  area  are  provided  with  pipe  supplies 
direct  to  the  dwellings  and  there  are  no  dwellings  on  stand  pipe 
supply.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  action  on  any  form  of 
contamination  of  the  mains  water  and  the  supply  continues  to  be  satis¬ 
factory  in  quality  and  in  quantity. 

Frequent  and  regular  chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  of  the 
raw  and  treated  water  are  taken  by  the  water  undertakers  and  check 
samples  are  taken  from  time  to  time  by  this  department.  All  of  the 
samples  have  been  satisfactory  and  none  of  the  water  contains  added 
fluoride.  The  fluoride  content  of  the  North  Surrey  Water  Company’s 
water  is  normally  0.15  1*o  0.9  parts  per  million.  The  water  supplied 
to  the  Colnbrook  area  is  from  several  sources  and  ranges  from  zero  to 
0.75  parts  per  million  of  fluoride. 

Your  decision  last  year  in  favour  of  fluoridation  has  still  not 
been  implemented  as  the  Water  Boards  are  still  awaiting  agreement  from 
all  the  local  authorities  supplied.  This  matter  will  be  overtaken  by 
events  insofar  as  the  responsibility  will  pass  to  the  Regional 
Health  Authorities  consequent  on  the  reorganisation  of  local  goverhment 
and  the  National  Health  Service. 

SEWERAGE 

The  area  has  an  adequate  sewerage  system.  The  sewage  is  treated 
at  the  M ogden  Works  of  the  Greater  London  Council.  There  are,  however, 
215  premises  where  the  drainage  discharges  to  a  cesspool.

5  of  the  consignments  were  re-exported,  2  were  destroyed  and  the 
remaining  3  consignments  were  released  following  further  investigation 
and  confirmation  of  their  intended  use. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  SAMPLING 


110  Samples  of  meat  products,  shellfish,  turtle  steaks  and  other  foods 
were  submitted  to  the  Central  Public  Health  Laboratories  at 
Colindale  for  detailed  bacteriological  examination.  Of  these,  79 
samples  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Two  consignments  of  turtle  steaks  imported  from  the  Cayipan  Islands  were 
found  to  be  contaminated  with  salmonellae.  Both  these  consignments  were 
surrendered  by  the  Importer  and  destroyed  and,  as  a  result  of  the 
matter  being  taken  up  with  the  Importer,  substantial  improvements  were 
carried  out  at  the  point  of  production  with  the  result  that  further 
consignments  were  of  satisfactory  quality. 

In  all,  20  consignments  of  food  were  detained  pending  sample  results. 

Of  these,  11  consignments  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  were 
released  for  importation.  The  results  of  samples  taken  from  the 
remaining  9  consignments  were  unsatisfactory  and,  of  these, 

5  consignments  were  surrendered  to  this  Authority  for  destruction 
and  4  consignments  were  re-exported.

DESCRIPTION  AND  LABELLING. OF  FOOD 

15  samples  of  foods  were  reported  by  the  Public  Analyst  as  not 
conforming  to  the  Orders  dealing  with  the  labelling  and  description 
of  food. 

These  included  ham  (2),  meat  pate  (2),  sausage  (2),  shrimps,  biscuits, 
slid,  cheese,  milk,  beef-steak  pie  (2)  and  steak  and  kidney  stew, 
cod  roes. 

In  II  cases  the  infringements  were  taken  up  with  the  manufacturer  or 
importer  of  the  product  resulting  in  satisfactory  arrangements  being 
made  for  labels  to  be  altered  or  replaced  to  conform  to  the  legal 
requirements  for  the  product.  In  the  case  of  the  biscuits,  the 
importer  undertook  not  to  import  further  supplies  of  this  product. 

The  sampling  of  tinned  steak  and  kidney  stew  resulted  in  legal 
proceedings  in  the  local  Magistrates  Court.  The  manufacturer  was 
fined  £25  and  £20  costs  for  infringing  the  Canned  Meat  Products 
Regulations,  1967,  (as  amended).  An  appeal  to  the  High  Court  by 
the  firm  was  lost. 

The  description,  Country  Bake  Beef  Steak  Pie,  comprising  comminuted 
meat,  was  considered  by  the  Urban  District  Councils  Association, 
the  Association  of  Piblic  Analysts  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  who  felt  that  it  was  a  matter  for 

■the  attention  of  the  Food  Standards  Committee. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  SAMPLING. 

11  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  1  sample  was  placed  Grade  4?  but  two  further  samples 
from  the  same  retailer  were  satisfactory. 

BRUCELLOSIS. 

Milk  is  supplied  to  the  area  by  large  dairies  distributing  milk  in  the 
Home  Counties,  Most  of  this  milk  is  pasteurised  and  any  milk 
produced  on  dairy  farms  within  the  district  is  sent  to  the  dairies 
for  pasteurisation.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Weekly  collections  have  been  maintained  and  there  were  few 
complaints  during  1973*  The  Charlton  Disposal  Plant  has  now  closed 
and  the  tipping  space  adjoining  has  been  used  up.  The  Greater 
London  Council  'are  responsible,  by  agreement,  for  the  disposal  of 
refuse  and  are  transferring  all  refuse  to  sites  outside  the  area  for 
disposal. 


SURREY  COUNTY  COUNCIL  ACT,  1931 
Deposit  of  refuse 

Section  94  of  this  Act  provides  powers  to  control  the  deposit  of 
refuse  on  land  within  the  Council's  area.  Seven  consents  have  been 
issued;  these  are  all  for  the  back  filling  of  wet  gravel  pits,  under 
conditions  laid  down  in  the  consent.  Six  of  these  sites  are  currently 
in  use.  Deposit  of  domestic  refuse  and  harmful  substances  is  pro¬ 
hibited. 
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DEPOSIT  OF  POISONOUS  WASTE  ACT,  1972 

This  Act  came  into  force  in  1972  following  illegal  dumping  in 
various  parts  of  the  country  of  dangerous  chemical  waste. 

The  Act  has  two  main  features.  It  makes  it  an  offence  to 
deposit  on  land  any  poisonous,  noxious  or  polluting  waste  in  circum¬ 
stances  in  which  it  can  give  rise  to  an  environmental  hazard.  The 
Act  also  introduces  a  notification  procedure  whereby  local  authorities 
and  river  authorities  are  required  to  be  given  information  about  the 
nature  and  quantities  of  certain  wastes  arising  or  being  deposited  in 
their  areas.  Several  notifications  were  received  from  firms  dispos¬ 
ing  notifiable  waste  but  in  no  case  was  the  material  deposited  in  this 
district . 

The  responsibility  for  this  function  will  pass  to  the  Surrey 
County  Council  on  1st  April  197^ • 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  i960 

26  complaints  of  noise  nuisance  were  received  during  the  year, 

8  in  respect  of  industrial  premises,  10  commercial  premises,  2 
construction  works,  3  domestic  premises  and  1  in  respect  of  a 
fairground.  In  17  cases  nois>e  nqisance  was  established  and  in  13 
cases  the  nuisance  was  abated  after  action  by  niy  -department .  In 

the  remaining  4  cases  1  resolved  itself,  1  was  referred  for  action 
under  Planning  and  2  to  che  Police  - 

OFFICES ,  SHOPS  AND  PAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  19#3 

1.  It  is  now  ten  years  since  this  Act  became  law.  At  this  time, 
when  local  government  is  being  re-organised  and  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act  is  likely  to  be  repealed  and  replaced,  it  is 
appropriate  to  review  the  balance  sheet  -  what  has  been  achieved  - 
what  needs  to  be  done  to  ensure  satisfactory  working  conditions  in 
future  years  -  what  are  the  Act's  weaknesses  -  ho^  can  any  new  Act  be 
strengthened. 

2.  Working  conditions  are  in  part  determined  at  the  design  stage. 

All  new  proposals  where  the  Act  seems  likely  to  apply  are  picked  out 
from  the  planning  application  list  and  contact  is  established  with  the 
applicant  and  where  possible  the  designer.  This  has  allowed  con¬ 
siderable  improvements  to  be  incorporated  at  a  minimum  cost.  However, 
in  several  cases  the  architect  has  merely  designed  a  shell,  an  office 
or  shop  block,  without  knowledge,  or  full  knowledge,  of  the  proposed 
user.  In  these  cases  the  possibilities  of  meaningfull  discussion  are 
limited  and  a  great  deal  remains  to  be  done  with  the  builder  or  shop- 
fitter  if  they  can  be  contacted  at  the  appropriate  stage. 

Suggested  -  that  all  proposals  for  new  or  adapted  premises,  to  which  the 
Act  or  any  new  Act  will  apply,  should  be  submitted  to  the  registration 
Authority  for  preliminary  approval. 
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3.  There  is  still  a  general  lack  of  awareness,  particularly  by  small 
traders,  of  the  requirement  to  register.  While  the  above  suggestion, 
if  adopted,  would  establish  contact  for  new  premises,  this  would  not 
apply  when  new  businesses  are  established  in  existing  premises. 

Suggested  -  continuing  publicity  either  generally  through  the  media  or 
by  making  available  suitable  hand-outs  at  points  erhere  initial  contacts 
with  new  businesses  are  likely  to  be  made,  e.g.  rating,  tax  and 
employment  offices. 

4.  Heating.  The  present  energy  crisis  with  the  restriction  to  a 
temperature  of  63  F,  has  caused  office  and  shop  workers  to  become  more 
aware  of  their  personal  requirements.  Many  are  surprised  that  the 
legal  minimum  is  60.8  F  after  the  first  hour  of  working.  It  is  quite 
clear  that  such  a  temperature  would  not  be  acceptable  to  the  majority 
of  office  workers  today. 

Suggevsted  -  that  the  legal  minimum  temperature  after  the  first  hour  be 
raised  to  63  F  with  suitable  exemptions  for  food  and  other  businesses 
where  such  a  temperature  could  have  adverse  effects.  Consideration 
should  also  be  given  to  a  legal  maximum  temperature  (see  solar  gain 
hereafter) . 

3.  Ventilation  and  air  conditioning.  Problems  have  arisen  on  exist¬ 
ing  premises  where  adaptation,  e.g.  the  provision  of  a  partition,  has 
cut  off  all  or  part  of  the  staff  from  the  fresh  air  source.  Where 
air  conditioning  is  provided  a  high  percentage  of  persons  employed 
resent  lack  of  personal  control  and  any  inability  to  open  windows. 

There  is  a  great  difference  of  opinion  between  individuals  on  ventila¬ 
tion  needs;  natural  ventilation,  using  windows,  can  be  more  flexible 
and  meets  this  difference  at  least  in  part.  Air  conditioning  plant 
needs,  but  does  not  always  get,  regular  maintenance.  Again,  if  part 
of  a  large  open  plan  office  is  partitioned  off,  this  can  cause  im¬ 
balance,  with  some  occupants  too  warm  and  others  too  cold. 

Suggested  -  proposed  alteration  of  registered  premises  be  submitted  to 
the  registration  Authority. 

6.  Solar  gain.  The  structural  causes  of  solar  gain  are  well  known. 
Problems  have  arisen  in  this  district  with  office  buildings  where  the 
greater  part  of  the  external  walls  are  glazed.  Employers  are  not 
always  responsive  to  complaints  of  excessive  temperature  with  the 
result  that  the  matter  is  referred  to  my  Department.  Temperatures  in 
excess  of  90  F  have  been  recorded  which  are  clearly  too  high  for 
ordinary  comfort  in  an  office  situation.  The  answer  lies  in  the 
provision  of  additional  ventilation  and  blinds,  or  a  combination  of 
these . 

7.  Generally  standards  of  lighting  are  satisfactory  but  the  present 
restrictions  have  caused  some  problems.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  when 
normal  conditions  return  some  employers  are  not  tempted  to  effect 
permanent  reduction  in  the  use  of  artificial  light  r.rad  particular 
attention  will  be  paid  to  lighting  standards  when  the  energy  crisis  ends. 
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£.  Overcrowding  is  very  rare  in  the  office  situation.  However,  in 
the  retail  trades  space  is  frequently  at  a  premium  due  to  the  financial 
advantages  of  bulk  deliveries  combined  with  inadequate  storage 
accommodation. 

9.  Invariably  no  provision  is  made  in  new  proposals  for  the  storage 
of  waste  and  refuse  and  attention  is  frequently  drawn  to  this  need. 

In  existing  premises,  particularly  those  concerned  with  the  food  and 
catering  trade,  storage  space  is  often  inadequate  and  pressure  is 
required  to  obtain  satisfactory  conditions. 

10.  Paradoxically  it  is  in  buildings  of  high  architectural  quality 
where  difficulties  have  arisen  on  the  design  of  staircases  and  passage 
ways.  This  arises  from  the  use  of  hard  woods  or  marble  which  are  then 
highly  polished  to  give  a  visually  attractive  surface.  Such  surfaces 
can,  of  course,  give  rise  to  accidents  and  a  great  deal  of  persuasion 

is  needed  before  non-slip  polishes  are  used  as  generally  this  diminishes 
the  surface  finish.  Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  years  to  the 
obstruction  of  passages  and  stairways  in  retail  shop  premises  at  peak 
trading  times,  Christmas,  Easter  due  to  inadequate  storage  accommodation 
These  problems  arise  regularly  due  to  the  inadequacy  of  storage  accommo¬ 
dation  referred  to  above. 

11.  Washing  facilities  have  been  found  to  be  out  of  use  in  several 
shops  due  to  the  utilisation  of  the  space  for  storage.  While  the 
matter  is  soon  rectified  when  the  Inspector  draws  attention  to  it, 
one  always  suspects  that  the  areas  rapidly  revert  once  his  back  is 
turned. 

12.  Bandsaws .  The  use  of  this  equipment  for  the  cutting  up  of  meat 
hgs  given  rise  to  difficulties  in  the  provision  of  effective  guarding. 
This  problem  has  been  referred  to  the  Factory  Inspectorate  and 
preliminary  advice  obtained,  which  is  being  implemented. 

13*  In  the  years  1971  and  1972  high  rates  of  inspection  were  maintained, 
in  excess  of  one  general  inspection  per  annum  and  as  a  result  in  1973 
the  number  of  contraventions  found  was  greatly  reduced.  This  has 
allowed  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  inspections  carried  out.  The 
greatest  number  of  contraventions  related  to  cleanliness  and  in  nearly 
everjr  case  contract  cleaners  were  employed.  The  standard  achieved  by 
these  contractors  is  variable  to  say  the  least.  No  prosecutions 
were  necessary. 

14.  The  31  accidents  reported  were  of  a  minor  character,  generally  due 
to  lack  of  care  on  the  part  of  the  individual  rather  than  to  any  failure 
on  the  part  of  the  employer.  No  action  was  taken  in  30  oases  and  in  the 
remaining  case  informal  advice  was  offered.  12  of  these  accidents 
occurred  in  warehouses  at  the  Cargo  Terminal,  Heathrow;  strictly  speaking 
these  warehouses  are  not  subject  to  the  Act,  see  below. 

15.  Warehouses,  Cargo  Terminal,  Heathrow.  The  status  of  these  ware¬ 
houses  was  discussed  with  H.M.  Deputy  Superintending  Inspector  who  was 
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of  the  opinion  that  they  were  not  subject  to  the  O.S.R.P.  Act  in  so 
far  that  they  are  only  transit  sheds  where  the  goods  are  held  for  short 
periods  pending  collection  by  the  consignees.  Further,  if  they  were 
to  be  regarded  as  warehouses  they  would  more  properly  be  warehouses 
subject  to  the  Factories  Act,  1961.  The  offices  attached  to  these 
transit  sheds  are,  of  course,  subject  to  the  O.S.R.P.  Act. 

16,  In  the  course  of  the  past  ten  years  we  have  seen  a  change  of 
outlook  on  the  part  of  the  majority  of  employers  from  regarding  the 
standards  of  the  Act  as  a  maximum  to  looking  on  them  as  a  minimum. 

This  is  particularly  true  with  office  building  where  generally  in  this 
area  standards  are  very  high  indeed. 

In  retail  shops  there  is  a  general  need  for  increased  storage 
accommodation,  although  circumstances  may  change  as  a  result  of  the 
present  national  situation.  There  is  a  trend  in  this  area,  particu¬ 
larly  in  retail  shops,  to  employ  large  numbers  of  part-time  staff. 

In  fact,  the  only  full-time  staff  in  many  cases  is  the  manager  and 
possibly  his  assistant.  This  trend  may  change  if  unemployment  rises, 
but  if  it  continues  it  should  be  reflected  in  any  new  Act. 

I  have  made  suggestions  in  earlier  paragraphs  of  posable  improve¬ 
ments  and  in  conclusion  I  would  mention  the  need  for  rest  areas  and 
for  a  higher  standard  in  staff  eating  facilities,  for  example  in  the 
provision  of  cooking  and  washing-up  arrangements.

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RIDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1964 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  local  authority  to  licence  persons  keeping 
a  riding  establishment.  Before  issuing  a  licence  the  Authority  has  to 
be  satisfied  as  to  the  suitability  of  the  person  to  carry  on  this  type 
of  business  and  the  general  condition  of  the  stables  and  equipment  must 
be  of  a  reasonable  standard.  The  horses  are  inspected  for  condition 
and  suitability  for  their  purpose  by  the  Council’s  veterinary  officer 
before  the  granting  of  a  licence.  One  establishment  was  licensed  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 


3  pet  shops  are  licensed  under  this  Act  which  controls  primarily 
the  conditions  under  which  animals  are  kept.  The  premises  were 
maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

ANtMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 


This  Act  provides  that  no  person  shall  keep  a  boarding  establish¬ 
ment  for  animals  except  under  a  licence  granted  by  the  Council. 

Section  1  of  the  Act  prescribes  the  conditions  for  granting  a  licence. 
These  generally  have  regard  to  the  welfare  of  the  animals  and  2  premises 
are  licensed.  Another  function  of  these  establishments,  in  view  of  the 
proximity  of  London  Airport,  is  as  quarantine  kennels  for  dogs  imported 
through  the  Airport. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

Most  of  the  infestations  by  rats  are  of  a  minor  nature.  A 
frequent  source  of  infestation  is  from  rats  nesting  along  the  banks  of 
the  river  Thames,  ditches  and  streams.  It  is  the  Council’s  policy  to 
provide  a  free  service  for  the  eradication  of  rats  and  mice  at  domestic 
premises  and  a  small  charge  is  made  for  treatment  of  business  premises. 

A  full  treatment  of  all  sewers  was  carried  out  which  resulted  in 
the  complete  elimination  of  rats  from  this  habitat.
